Fighting madly the plucky Colonials 
succeeded in holding the Lions to a 
scoreless tie during the first half, but 
during the second part of the game 
they weakened a little and t he State 
team put over two touchdowns to win 
by the score of 12-0.

For the first time’ 1 
this year,’ they, will be playing with- 
out t lie services of Jim Carey, who 
has shown in most-' of the gamos to 
l <f!ate. '*■’ Hurt last week, Carey will be 
unable to resume playing for a couple 
of weeks at least. His place will.be 
taken by Clements, who . subbed for 
him when he became injured. In all 
likelihood, Clapper V\^iu resume his 
place in the baekfleld whlcji will give 
the team its full strength among the 
ball-carriers once more.

Notre Dame, Bueknell 
wlnn-ing the opening game of the sea- 
son, 6-0. In their five games, the 
Lions haw Inn trp 43 points while 
holding their opponents to 15. Their 
biggest score came .

If the 
Colonials can. hold their Saturday op- 
ponents to a respectable score, they 
will have done all that cpuld be ex- 
pected of them.

in The Hatchet office. There is a 
beautiful girl, one Miss A. L..JCjten- 
ger. There are two witnesses of seri- 
ous mien. And, with' grim decision 
that naught on. earth could“shake, a 
young man: E. P. Gates, president of 
Tina Hatchet, sat and wrote. 


From time to time he dipped his 
Spencerian pen ir. the ink bottle, for 
fountain pens in colors were un- 
known. At last, with a sigh, he 
looked up. He nodded; the group 
gathered closer. With a flourish he 
signed; the witnesses looked Im- 
pressed; the girl smiled. 

■“That’s that,” he probably re- 
marked as he handed the document 
to the young lady. She read: 
“That in consideration of the re- 
lease by pr. C. C. Swisher (now 
Emeritus Professor of History— Edi- 
tor's Note) of Miss A. L. Ettenger 
from 'one history thesis. E. P Gates 
agrees to attend the class in the His- 
tory of American Diplomacy reg- 
ularly, after October 26, 1908.” 

Tho document doesn’t tell us 
whether or not Gates was supposed 
to attend the professor’s history class 
anyhow; it doesn’t tell us whether or 
not Miss Ettenger ever wrote ' the 
thesis; it doesn’t tell us whether or 
not the “beau- geste" was rewarded 
by the young lady. 

But — the document does m»t carry 
Professor S-wisher’s assenting signa- 
ture.

Harvard University’s receipt# from 
football in 1924 amounted to more than 
a million dollars, which nearly $300,- 
000 was spent, on various intercol- 
legiate teams, traveling expenses, 
coaches, rubbers, trainers, doctors, uni- 
forms and supplies. In’ the same year, 
according to a report to the National 
Collegiate Association bv Prof. Thomas 
E. French, of Ohio State University, 
Ohio spe. nt $13,000 for intramural 
othletlcs, and $127,017 for" a $1,600.- 
000 stadium. 

And this proportionate expenditure 
is by no means unusual, s&ys John R. 
Tunis, in”'the eurrent Harper's Maga- 
zine. "During the same year Stanford 
University’s athletic receipts were 
$194,000. and after paying for a foot- 
ball stadium, a basketball stadium, 
team expenses and equipment, it spent 
the generous sirtn of $7,500 on Intra- 
mural sport." he states. 

“When n college spends $74,000 for 
coaches. $5,000 .for rubbers, and $6,000 
for medical services 'In one short, sea- 
son of two months, it might appear 
that intramural athletic* would he 
likely to receive less than their share 
from the remainder. Strong /And 
powerful as Is the Great God Football, 
signs Are- not wanting to show that 
American college, undergraduates are 
beginning to doubt its divinity.

“Intense class feeling began to die 
-nut yearji ago. Classes^ to-jlny are far 
too large in the great. 'universities to 
nermit of much class feeling or class 
loyalty being shown.

Birds of 
this species have been observed here 
before by Ball, when during the 
course of their long migratory flight 
from Labrador to the West Indies, 
the birds were enticed to rest in 
Washington, due to the recent un- 
usually damp weather. This occur- 
ence was so unusual that the Smith- 
sonian Institute doubted Ball’s dis- 
covery, saying that they ‘‘must be 
shown.” Nothing daunted, the. bird 
observer obtained an old shot-gun, 
and became a bird hunter. He fin- 
ally "bagged his bird” last week in 
the mudrflats opposite Haine’s Point, 
and carried it triumphantly to- the 
Smithsonian Institute, where the 
Golden Plover was mounted and 
placed in the museum. And Ball had 
his reward.
